An Act further to amend the High Court Judges (Conditions of 

Servicc ) Act 1954 and the Supreme Court Judges (Conditions of 

Service ) Act, 1958 . 
Be it enacted by Parliament in the Thirty -seventh Year of the Republic 
of India as follows:
